HILL OPENS A CAMPAIGN OF INTELLECT. 


The Elmira Ga zette (and we wish it under­ 
stood that we are q uoting the paper that is 
owned by Gov. Hill and carefully retlccts his 
v iews) is ag ain endeavoring to convert the 
farmers to free trade. 
Immediately after 
the election it assailed the farmers for having 
voted the Republican ticket in larg ely in­ 
creased numbers In oue breath it denounced 
them as idiots for having failed to lie con­ 
vinced by the arg uments of Rog er Mills and 
other ex -Confederate A|>ostles of free trade 
from the South, and in the next accused them 
of having succumbed to the influence of 
bribery . 
But the recent election in Elmira 
appears to have convinced the 
Ga zette that 
abuse and slander do not pay . 
So it softens 
its tone and speaks to the farmers thus : 


When a near-by m arket was essential the tariff 
arg um ent appealed strong ly to the farm er. 
But 
now. when the whole world is his m arket, the tariff 
does the farm er no g ood. On the contrary it takes 
from him in ex tra prices for his and his fam ily 's cloth­ 
ing , bis house furniture, his salt, his coal and other 
articles which be m ust buy . money which lie can ill- 
afford to spend. 
On an occupation which m ust be 
run as close as farm ing the» * tariff tax es bear with 
trem endous and even crushing weig ht 
The fact 
th a t the farm s of the country are worse loaded with 
m ortg ag es to-day than ever before testifies to w hat 
the tariff has done for this im portant industry . 
Now, how long is such stuff to be endured 
by intellig ent people ? How long docs the 
farmer propose to be treated as a fool by a 
ly ing and knavish press ? He is told that lie 
docs not need a home market any more, for 
the world has just become his market. 
Now 
let us sec how lie has profited by the ex pan­ 
sion of the world's market or the improve­ 
ment of his facilities for access thereto. Here 
is a table of the ex ports of ’breadstuff* from 
the United States to foreig n countries for a 
series of y ears:

bushels of barley , 24,489.000 bushels of ry e, 
and 11,869,000 bushels of buckwheat. 
We 
use the y ear 1886 because it is the last of 
which wc have full statistics. At the present 
market price the corn crop alone of that 
y ear waa sever, times the value of all the 
breadstuffs ex ported. 
The total crop was 
worth thirteen times the amount ex ported. 
Thus, for every dollar's worth received from 
the market of the world, the farmer received 
$12 from the near-by market, which we are told 
is no long er essential. 
And this does not in­ 
clude his dairy , fruit, g arden, poultry , meat, 
veg etables, wool and other productions,many 
of which would not hear transportation, and 
for which, therefore, he depends wholly 
upon the near-by market. 
And y et the new 
‘‘ campaig n of intellect,” which takes its 
start in the newspaper whose owner ex pects 
to be the nex t candidate of the Democratic 
party for President, plants itself on the doc­ 
trine that the home or near-by market is no 
long er of any use, and must g ive way to the 
market of the “ whole world.” 
Now concerning the tnxes that fall upon 
the farmer with such “ tremendous and even 
crushing weig ht.” The articles of clothing , 
furniture, salt and coal arc specifically men­ 
tioned as subject to these taxes. We need not 
g o into statistics to prove that clothing was 
never before as cheap as it is to-day , or that 
a suit of working men’s clothes, such as farm­ 
ers wear, can lie boug ht in any American 
city cheaper than in London or Paris. 
Fur­ 
niture is also so cheap that our manufacturers 
ship loads of it to Europe on every out-g oing 
ship. 
Salt is about 50 cents per barrel at the 
works. 
There is no duty on anthracite coal, 
and hence no “ tax .” Tea and coffee are 
cheaper here than in Eng land, because we 
g et them free of duty , while Eng land relies 
larg ely upon the heavy duties imposed for 
the revenues that support the g overnment 
and subsidize the ships eng ag ed in the for­ 
eig n trade. 
Europe also buy s her ag ricul­ 
tural implements and tools of American man­ 
ufacturers; the Eng lish farmer pay s $60 for 
a reaper that can be boug ht here for $25 or 
$40. 
These are cold facts, and they are 
worth a ton of theory '. 
We close by remarking ag ain that the 
farmers are not fools. 
They proved it last 
fall by the emphatic manner in which they 
responded to the arg uments and representa­ 
tions of Mills, the Breckinridg es, McMillin, 
Taulbee, and other Confederate Brig adiers 
sent here to enlig hten them, while Ran­ 
dall and other protectionist Democrats were 
commanded to keep silence. 
They are not 
g roaning over the “ tax ” that enables them 
to buy their sail for 50 cents a barrel or a neat 
Sunday suit for $10. 


DEA TH AMONG THE CONGRES S MEN. 


Cong ressman Richard W.Townshendof the 
nineteenth Illinois district is dy ing at his 
Washing ton residence of pneumonia. 
There 
is no hope of his recovery . 
Mr. Townshend 
has been an active and conspicuous fig ure in 
Cong ress for twelve y ears. 
He is forty -eig ht 
y ears old and a native of Mary land, but re­ 
moved to Illinois with his parents at the ag e 
of 18. 
He studied law, and before entering 
Cong ress held the offices of Clerk of the 
Circuit Court ot Hamilton couuty and Pros­ 
ecuting Attorney for the Twelfth Judicial 
Circuit. 
lie was first elected to Cong ress in 
1876, and has been re-elected to each suc­ 
ceeding term. 
His majority over his Repub­ 
lican opponent last fall was 2,471. 
In 1886 it 
was 4,844, in 1884 4,683, and in 1882 5,676. 
His 
residence 
is 
Shawneetown, in tiie 
“ Eg y pt ” section of the state. 
When the closeness of the Republican uia- 
j ority in the House became known, the 
Democratic newspapers coolly calculated on 
the advantag es likely to accrue to them by 
the conting ency of death.

the m arket of the world, the farm er received 
$12 from the near-by market, which we are told 
is no longer essential. 
And this does not in 
elude his dairy, fruit, garden, poultry, meat 
vegetables, wool aud other productions,many 
of which would not Itear transportation, and 
for which, therefore, he depends wholly 
upon the near-by m arket. 
And yet the new 
“ campaign of intellect,” which takes its 
start in the newspaper whose owner expects 
to be the next candidate of the Democratic 
party for President, plants itself on the doe 
trine that the home or near-by m arket is no 
longer of any use, and must give way to the 
market of the “ whole world.” 
Now concerning the taxes that fall upon 
the farmer with such “ tremendous and even 
crushing w eight.” 
The articles of clothing, 
furniture, salt and coal are specifically men­ 
tioned as subject to these taxes. W e need not 
go into statistics to prove that clothing was 
never before as cheap as it is to-day, or that 
a suit of w orkingm en’s clothes, such as farm ­ 
ers wear, can be bought in any American 
city cheaper than in London or Paris. 
F ur­ 
niture is also so cheap that our m anufacturers 
ship loads of it to Europe on every out-going 
ship. 
Salt is about 50 cents per barrel at the 
works. 
There is no duty on anthracite coal, 
and hence no “ tax.” Tea and coffee are 
cheaper here than in England, because we 
get them free of duty, while England relies 
largely upon the heavy duties imposed for 
the revenues that support the government 
and subsidize the ships engaged in the for­ 
eign trade. 
Europe also buys her agricul­ 
tural im plements and tools of American man­ 
ufacturers; the English farmer pays $60 for 
a reaper that can be bought here for $35 or 
$40. 
Those arc cold facts, and they are 
worth a ton of theory. 
We close by remarking again that the 
farmers are not fools. 
They proved it last 
fall by the em phatic manner in which they 
respouded to the arguments and representa­ 
tions of Mills, the Breckinridges, McMillin, 
Taulbee, and other Confederate Brigadiers 
sent here to enlighten them, while Ran­ 
dall and other protectionist Democrats were 
commanded to keep silence. 
They are not 
groaning over the “ tax” that enables them 
to buy their salt for 50 cents a barrel or a neat 
Sunday suit for $10.

He studied law, and before entering 
Congress held the offices of Clerk of the 
Circuit Court ot Hamilton county and Pros­ 
ecuting A ttorney for the Twelfth Judicial 
Circuit. 
He was first elected to Congress in 
1876, and has been re-elected to each suc­ 
ceeding term. 
His majority over bis Repub­ 
lican opponent last fall was 2,471. 
In 1886 it 
was 4,344, in 1884 4,083, and iu 1882 5,676. 
His 
residence 
is 
Shawneetown, in the 
“ E g y p t” section of the state. 
W hen the closeness of the Republican ma- 
j ority in the House became known, the 
Democratic newspapers coolly calculated on 
the advantages likely to accrue to them by 
the contingency of death. 
The first death 
was that of a Democratic member, whose 
place has been Ailed.

W h a t P r o fesso r A n th on y Sa ys A b ou t L o w er 
C a lifo rn ia G old F ield s.

Los A nge l e s , Cal., March 9 .—Professor 
Anthony, a metallurgist who lias spent two 
years on the Peninsula, showed yesterday,' 15 
nuggets averaging as large as beans, worn 
cjuite smooth, showing the ledge to he quile 
distant from the placer. 
He says the mineral 
belt is 200 miles long, the lower end being 
largely copper and the upper end gold. 
He 
says any man that is willing to work can make 
from $5 to $20 per day in the placers,hut too 
many do not want to work. 
Most >f the 
Americans thinking the water will soon give 
out are merely watching the Mexicans in the 
placer diggings and then trying to locate 
ledges. 
Professor Anthony does not believe 
the real ledge of the district has been found 
and says there are placer mines equally rich 
100 miles south of Santa Clara Valley, and 
rich mines of permanent value are sure to be 
developed. 
If the influx contiuues, a famine 
will follow in the diggings.

WHAT AN 
ICE 
INSPECTOR 
SAYS. 


Crop w ill A v era g e O n e -H a lf to F iv e-E ig h th * 
o f Y ea rly Crop. 
[From the A lbany Argus.] 
An ice inspector, who has made a tour 
along the Hudson River ice houses, says the 
crop will average one-half to five eighths of an 
average yearlv crop. 
One-fourth of the crop 
housed consists of thin skim ice from five to 
10 inches thick. 
The remainder averages 
from 10 to 14 inches in thickness. 
Above 
Hudson none of the lnrge houses holding 
over 30,000 tons are filled, while there were 
counted 11 houses of large and moderate capa­ 
city, with not a cake of ice in. 
Five small 
houses were full, three half full, six three- 
quarters full, and about four with small 
stocks. 
Most of the houses hold but from 
12.000 to 15,000 tons. 
Four houses together 
were noticed, each having a capacity of from 
45.000 to 60,000 tons, in whicn not a cake 
had been stored. 
The inspector stated that 
the supply gathered by dealers in Brooklyn, 
J ersey City and v icinity is hut one-fourth of 
the quantity usually obtained. 
The cost of 
labor in harvesting the crop was a trifle more 
than iu previous years. 
The inspector says 
there has been an unusually large number of 
stocks put on the shores of ponds and streams 
in the interior, which will help to make up, 
in a measure, for the deficiency in the general 
crop.

INSPECTOR 
SAYS. 


C rop w ill A v erag e O n e -H a lf to F iv e -E ig h th » 
o f Y early C rop. 
[From the Albany Argus.] 
An ice inspector, who has made a tour 
along the Hudson River ice houses, says the 
crop will average one-half to five eighths of an 
average yearly crop. 
One-fourth of the crop 
housed consists of thin skim ice from five to 
10 inches thick. 
The remainder averages 
from 10 to 14 inches in thickness. 
Above 
Hudson none of the large houses holding 
over 30,000 tons are filled, while there were 
counted 11 houses of large and moderate capa­ 
city, with not a cake of ice in. 
Five small 
houses were full, three half full, six three- 
quarters full, and about four with small 
stocks. 
Most of the houses bold but from 
12.000 to 15,000 tons. 
Four houses together 
were noticed, each having a capacity of from 
45.000 to 60,000 tons, in whicti not a cake 
had been stored. 
The inspector stated that 
the supply gathered by dealers in Brooklyn, 
Jersey City and vicinity is but one-fourth of 
the quantity usually obtained. 
The cost of 
labor in harvesting the crop was a trifle more 
than in previous years. 
The inspector says 
there has been an unusually large number of 
stocks put on the shores of ponds and streams 
in the interior, which will help to make up, 
in a measure, for the deficiency in the general 
crop.

D isgra ceful .Scene-R ev olv er*, Bottles, Clubs 
and Stones Used. 
A disp atch from Troy to The F r e em an , 
to-day, stated: The caucus of the Democrats 
of the Fourth Ward, West Troy, was held at 
the Lansing House, at noon, to-day, arid re­ 
sulted in a bloody conflict between contend­ 
ing factions.

acquired 
a 
residence 
Kingston City before he became insane. The 
Sup erintendent of the Poor of Dutchess 
County refused to p ay the bill or refund the 
money, claiming that as Pultz became ap au 
p er by reason of insanity, the County of 
Dutchess was not liable for bis sup p ort. The 
Alms Commissioners retained A. T. Clear 
water, who began an action against the Sup er 
intendent of the Poor. 
The Sup erintendent 
defended up on the grounds abov e stated. 
Since the action was commenced, the Su 
p reme Court, in one of the western dep art 
ments. has determined that it makes no dif­ 
ference whether the p aup erism of a p erson is 
occasioned by imp rov idence, disease, misfor 
tune or insanity. 
As that decision was de­ 
cisiv e of the action brought by the Alms 
Commissioners, the authorities of Dutchess 
County settled the case and p aid the bill.

Alderman Thompson said that on the 
Abeel-street part of the Wilbur Road there 
were mauy bad holes, and it was almost im 
possible for a wagon with a moderate load 
bh to get through. He moved the Street Su­ 
perintendent attend to it. Carried. 
iAlderman Gallagher said a resolution was 
adopted six months ago to flag the walk in 
front of Union Hose Company’s Engine 
House. It had been neglected. Election 
day voters went to their knees in mud and 
-water. “It is a shame to have such a side­ 
walk in front of a building.” He moved that 
the walk be laid. 
Alderman Thompson suggested that 
there was frost in the ground it was not a 
good time to lay flag. 
Alderman Galla-ner—“ As soon as the 
ground is iu order.” Carried. 
Alderman Dederick said since the West 
Shóre Railroad was built the waier had been 
exceedingly troublesome on Smith and Flal- 
bush-avenues, Gage and Stephan streets.ln the 
f" pring. “ It is now impossible for sctiool 
hildren to get to school from the ‘ Promised 
Land.*” He moved the matter be referred 
to tlie Railroad Committee, to report a plau 
to drain the water as soou as possible.

D IsKrnceful Scene-R evolver*, Bottle*, Clubs 
anti Stones Used. 
A dispatch from Troy to T h e F r eem a n, 
to-day, stated: The caucus of the Democrats 
of the Fourth Ward, West Troy, was held at 
the Lansing House, at noon, to-day, and re­ 
sulted in a bloody conflict between contend­ 
ing factions.

SE T T L E D CA SE AND PAID T H E BILL. 
An A ction w hich w as ltegun by A lm s Com­ 
m issioners H ere. 
An important action, begun by the Com­ 
missioners of the Alms House of this City, 
against James H. Russell, Superintendent of 
the Poor of the County of Dutchess,has been 
terminated in favor of the Alms Commis­ 
sioners. The action arose out of the follow­ 
ing facts : Robert N. Pultz, a shoemaker, 
who formerly resided in the town of Hyde 
Park, Dutchess County, came from that 
County to this City in June, 1887. In Octo­ 
ber, 1887, he became violently insane, and by 
tbe direction of the Alms Commissioners,was 
taken to the State Asylum at Poughkeepsie. 
The bill for his keening was paid by the 
Alms Commissioners. They gave notice to 
the Superintendent of the Poor of Dutchess 
County to require him to refund the 
money upon the ground that Pultz. 
had 
not 
acquired 
a 
residence 
Kingston City before he became insane. The 
Superintendent of the Poor of Dutchess 
County refused to pay the bill or refund the 
money, claiming that as Pultz became a pau 
per by reason of insanity, the County of 
Dutchess was not liable for his support. The 
Alms Commissioners retained A. T. Clear 
water, who began an action against the Super­ 
intendent of the Poor. The Superintendent 
defended upon the grounds above stated. 
Since tlie action was commenced, the Su 
preme Court, in one of the western depart­ 
ments, has determined that it makes no dif­ 
ference whether the pauperism of a person is 
occasioned by improvidence, disease, misfor 
tune or insanity. As that decision was de­ 
cisive of the action brought by the Alms 
Commissioners, the authorities of Dutchess 
County settled the ease and paid the bill.

He studied law, and la-fore entering 
Congress held the offices of Clerk of the 
Circuit Court ol Hamilton county and Pros­ 
ecuting Attorney for the Twelfth Judicial 
Circuit, 
lie was first elected to Congress in 
1876, and has lieen re-elected to eaeli suc­ 
ceeding term. 
His majority over his Repub­ 
lican opponent lust fall was 2,471. 
In 1886 it 
wa* 4,344, in 1884 4,883, and iu 1882 3,670.

ICE 
INSPECTOR 
SAYS. 


C ro p w ill A v e ra g e O n e -H n lf to I-iv e -E ig b th s 
o f Y early C rop. 
(From the Albany Argus ] 
An ice inspector, who has made a tour 
along the Hudson River Ice houses, says the 
crop will average one half to five eighths of un 
overage yearly crop. 
One fourth of the crop 
housed consists of thin skim ice from five to 
IO inches thick. 
The remainder averages 
from IO to 14 inches in thickness. 
Above 
Hudson none of the large houses holding 
over 30,000 tons are filled, while there were 
counted ll houses of large and moderate capa­ 
city, with not a cake of ice in. 
Five small 
houses were full, three half full, six three 
quarters full, and about four with small 
stocks. 
Most of the homes hold but from 
12.000 to 15,000 tons. 
Four homes together 
were noticed, each having a capacity of from 
45.000 to 60,000 tons, in which not n cake 
had I teen stored. 
The inspector stated that 
the supply gathered by dealers in Brooklyn, 
Jersey City and vicinity is Hut one-fourth of 
the quantity usually obtained. 
The cost of 
laltor in harvesting the crop was a trifle more 
than in previous years. 
Tile inspector says 
there hits been an unusually large number of 
stocks put on the shores of ponds and streams 
in the interior, which will help to make up, 
in a measure, for the deficiency in thegeneral 
crop.

Russell, Superintendent of 
the Poor of the County of Dutchess,ha* lieen 
terminated in favor of the Alm s Commis­ 
sioners. 
The action arose out of the follow 
ing facts : Robert N. Paltz, a shoemaker, 
who formerly resided in the town of Ilyih 
Park, Dutchess County, came from that 
County to this City in June, 1887. 
In Octo 
lier, 1887, he became violently insane, and by 
the direction of the Alms Commissioners,whs 
taken to the State Asylum ut Poughkeepsie. 
The bill for his keening was paid by the 
Alms Commissioners. 
They gave notice to 
the Superintendent of the Poor of Dutchess 
County 
to require him to 
refund 
the 
money 
upon 
the 
ground 
that 
Pull/, 
had 
not 
acquired 
a 
residence 
in 
Kingston City before he U-came insane. Tin 
Superintendent of the Poor of Dutchess 
County refused to pay the hill or refund the 
money, claim ing that as Pub/, became opau 
per by reason of insanity, the County of 
Dutches* was not liable for his support. Tile 
Alms Commissioners retained A. T. Clear­ 
water, who began an action against the Super­ 
intendent of the Poor. 
The Superintendent 
defended upon the grounds above stated 
Since the action was commenced, the Su 
pri me Court, in one of the western depart 
ments, ha* determ ined that. it makes no dif­ 
ference whether the pauperism of a person is 
occasioned by improvidence, discase, ill infer 
tune or insanity. 
As that decision was de­ 
cisive of the action brought bv the Alms 
Commissioner*, the authorities of Dutchess 
County settled the can- and paid the bill.
